2. In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion (with regard 
to section 4 in the Remarks of Applicant's After-Final Amendment) is based upon 
improper hindsight reasoning, it must be recognized that any judgment is in a sense 
necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes 
into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the 
claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the 
applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 
1392, 170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 

3. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention (with regard to sections 6 & 7 in the Remarks of 
Applicant's After-Final Amendment), it is noted that the features upon which applicant 
relies (i.e., a reservation request is sent at the same time from the source contact center 
to each of the other contact centers including itself) are not recited in the rejected 
claim(s).
